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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 9 and 21 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species B, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 9/8/05. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: "1 1". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1-13 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1, line 

1 5, the letter "e" appears to be a typo and should be removed. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Nada (US 6,563,230 B2). 

Nada discloses a hybrid control system comprising a planetary gear mechanism 
120, an engine 150, a first motor MG1, a second motor MG2, a battery 194, inverter 
P1 ,P2, wherein each motor inherently with a clutch for engaging and disengaging the 
motors, an abnormality output section 270, and a countermeasure control section 260, 
wherein the abnormality section detects a failure in either of the motors and sends a 
signal to said countermeasure controller to engage the motor which has no failure, as 
shown in figures 1-21. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nada, 
as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Nakano (US 6,114,784 A). 

Nada does not disclose the two motors as being a dual multi-layer rotor type 
motor. Nakano does disclose a multi-layer rotor motor 1 for use in hybrid vehicles 
having a stator 20, inner rotor 10, and outer rotor 30, as shown in figures 1 and 2. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have provided the hybrid vehicle of Nada with the dual rotor motor of 
Nakano in order to have dual speed motor in a single motor housing and decrease the 
space occupied by the motors. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 2-8, 11-13, 15-21, and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicant's reply must either 
comply with all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not 
complied with. See 37 CFR 1.111(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a).
